PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 28.—Prof. 
George F. Warren said today be- 
fore the American Economic Asso- 
ciation meeting that “the gold 
standard might be unable to survive 
another unsuccessful world attempt 
to re-establish it.” 

The statement was from a paper 
by Prof. Warren and F. A. Pearson 
of Cornell University, monetary 
advisers to the Roosevelt admin- 
istration. 

“Some Americans think that being 
on gold regardtess of the rate is ali 
that is required,” Prof. Warren 
said. “They seem to have forgot- 
ten our experience from 1929 to 
February, 1933. 

“To set any figure that is to hold 
for a generation certainly involves 
a considerable element of risk, both 
to our prosperity and to the future 
of the gold standard. 

“A proposal to provide some 
method for making future changes 
in the price of gold without the ne- 
cessity of long years of economic 
distress and political agitation 
would seem to be a conservative 
proposal. 

Needs Safety Valve. 

“If the gold standard is to have 
a fatr chance for survival, it re- 
quires some kind of a safety valve. 

“The conclusion so frequently 
stated in the past we believe still 
holds—that provided the former 
gold-using world returns.to the gold 
standard, prices expressed in any 
pre-war gold currency will be be- 
low pre-war for the next decade, 
or longer, unless unforeseen phe- 
nomenal gold discoveries are made. 

“The world gold situation did not 
arise from a change in the world 
gold supply relative to world busi- 
ness, but resulted from a change in 
the world price level in gold com- 
pared with the world gold supp!v.

This might be done by the 
remonetization of silver or adop- 
tion of a paper standard. 

“While there is discussion of con- 
tinuing off gold, there is as yet no 
indication of any discontinuance of 
the demand for gold by any impor- 
tant country. 

“In fact, gold is the most popular 
subject of discussion in nearly 
every country. 

“It is also proposed that coinage 
be discontinued and that gold be 
kept in bars that are so costly as 
to make it difficult to own one, dnd 
that these bars be used only in in- 
ternational transactions. 

“Discontinuance of coinage is 
probably desirable and _ provision 
should be made for preventing a 
run on the gold supply, but too 
much should not be expected from 
this. 

Demand for Gold Strong. 

“Tt is probable that after such a 
period of monetary chaos as the 
world has recently experienced, na- 
tions and individuals will bid more 
vigorously for the privilege of hav- 
ing gold. 

“Nations have experienced war 
as well as monetary chaos. They 
found their metallic reserves to be 
of great value for war purposes. It 
is highly probable that the desire 
to build up these reserves will con- 
tinue to be very keen. 

“The writers have anticipated 
that gold would acquire more than 
its pre-war value with the attempts 
to return to the gold standard, and 
for 15 years have been stating the 
conclusion that prices would return 
to pre-war or lower.

If the bond issue is approved in | 
the election, the rehabilitation and 
expansion program for the elee- 
mosynary and penal institutions 
will total about $13,400,000. of this 
amount, $10,000,000 would be a loan 
of Federal funds from the Public 
Works Administration, with the 
State bonds put up as security for| 
the loan, and in addition, the State | 
would receive an outright grant | 
from the PWA of Federal funds, | 
equaling 30 per cent of the cost of | 
labor and materials. This grant) 
is estimated at $3,400,000. | 

Gov. Park already has applied to | 
the PWA for approval of a pro- 
gram of construction, conditional 
upon submission of the amendment 
by the Legislature and its approval 
in the election. The construction 
work outlined by the Governor ap- 
portions $7,500,000 to the seven 
State eleemosynary institutions, 
and $5,000,000 to five existing penal 
institutions and for construction of 
a new penitentiary at some point 
not yet designated. : 

Findings of Commission. 

The improvements, which include 
repairs, extensions and fireproofing 
of existing buildings, and construc- 
tion of new buildings to relieve 
over-crowded conditions which pre- 
vail in all of the institutions, are 
based in general on findings made 
by a State survey commission, cre- 
ated for that purpose during the 
administration of former Gov. Caul- 
field. 

The bonds, if voted, would be re- 
tired over a period of 35 vears from 
proceeds of a tax to be levied on 
real and personal property, unless 
the Legislature provides some other 
source of funds for interest and 
principal payments. 

When Gov. Park recommended 
the bond issue, in his first message 
to the special session of the Legis- 
lature, he suggested doubling the 
present corporation franchise tax 
and use of the proceeds of the tax 
for the bond sinking fund. The 
present corporation franchise tax 
is 50 cents on each $1000 of capital 
stock and surplus. The Governor's 
plan for financing the bonds was 
rejected, through action of a House 
committee in killing the tax in- 
crease bill. 

The Governor originally recom- 
mended a bond issue of $15,000,000, 
but the Senate reduced the amount 
to $10,000,000.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 28.— 
Economists and political scientists 
attending 15 conventions in Phila- 
delphia yesterday and today an- 
alyzed the world’s ills and gave 
their views of the situation. 

Saying its program is “not quite 
clear,” Prof. George Filipetti, eco- 
nomics authority at the University 
of Minnesota, today told the Amer- 
ican Economic Association that the 
NRA may lead to poverty. 

“Code regulations that will influ- 
ence prices will prove disruptive of 
past interindustrial relationships,” 
he said in a paper. “In many in- 
stances the regulations may elimi- 
nate price competition.” 

“Furthermore, unless something 
unforeseen develops, the markets 
for producers’ goods will grow con- 
stantly more restricted due to the 
provisions penalizing the machines 
and the organization of new units 
in ‘over-expanded’ industries,” he 
said. 

“Restricted production and price 
maintenance will give balance and 
poverty; increasing production im- 
plies fluidity and change, but it is 
the road to plenty.” 

He advised business men to 
“keep their positions flexible’ and 
said industry and labor must 
“share their gains’ with the con- 
sumer. 

Railroad Jobs Problem. 

J. Douglas Brown, director of the 
industrial relations section of 
Princeton University and a mem- 
ber of the Advisory Committee on 
Employment studying railroad con- 
solidation, told the Economic Asso- 
ciation and the American Statistical 
Association that from 15 to 20 per 
cent of the railroad men working 
in 1930 could not find similar em- 
ployment even with the return of 
prosperity.

They will find, I think, that the 
vote will follow the attitude of the 
Senators on the bills and not their 
attitude on the dignity of the Sen- 
ate.” 

Senator Clark of Richmond op- 
posed the motion on the ground 
that he believed the bills were with- 
out merit and that they were dan- 
gerous to the best interests of mu- 
nicipalities. He pointed out several 
provisions which he considered dan- 
gerous.

STOCK USTING RULES) 


Wants to Prevent Corporations 
From Influencing Value of 
Own Shares. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—The New 
York Stock Exchange has an- 
nounced drastic changes in its list- 
ing requirements designed to pre- 
vent corporaticns from influencing 


the market values of their own 
shares. 

The Committee on the Stock List 
will require that: 

(1) All companies listing stock 
after Jan. 31, next, must make 
monthly statements of the amount 
of their own shares which corpo- 
rations may have purchased; 

(2) After Dec. 31, next, all cor- 
porations listing securities must 
disclose all existing options in re- 
spect to own securities; 

(3) And after Jan. 31, the Com- 
mittee on the Stock List will in- 
quire into all circumstances sur- 
rounding the issue of new securi- 
ties by listed companies, to prevent 
concentrated holdings from being 
inequitably distributed. 

Application of Regulations. 

The committee also announced 
that these regulations would apply 
not only to new listings, but that 
all companies now having their se- 
curities listed would be asked to 
comply.

Misuse of options has 
been severely criticised by critics 
of the Stock Exchange in connec- 
tion with pool operations. 

Raising of Fresh Capital. 

Regarding the third step, the com-

Mussolini writes of the dramatic contra- 
dictions of capitalism and, at the same 
time, poses the contradiction of intense 
imperialistic nationalism as a Fascist 
fundamental, while claiming the solidar- 
ity of humanity to be a Fascist goal. 

This imperialistic nationalism implies a 
vast eliminative warfare, after which not 
enough of humanity might exist for Fas- 
cism’s aims to matter. And, perhaps, the 
winner of this elimination contest might 
conceivably be Japan, and then where 
would Fascism be? 

The claim that Fascism is revolution- 
ary and not reactionary does not stand 
up. The Mussolini way is the way back 
through barbarism and perhaps darker 
ages than the world has ever Known.

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FIXING THE PRICE OF OIL. 
Price-fixing in the oil industry has been postponed, 
and there are many reasons for hoping that Secre- 
tary Ickes will not put that policy into effect. 
In the first place, price-fixing—minimum price 
fixing—in order to protect weaker units in the in- 
dustry, will almost certainly be called for in other 
industries if it is adopted for oil. Already, farmers 
have called for the same guaranty of “cost of pro- 
duction” that was planned for the oil industry; and 
other industries will certainly ask for it, unless, 
under cover of their code organizations, they are 
able to secure it for themselves. Every competitive 
business has its marginal] concerns. 
Protection of marginal costs would be a costly 
policy, an encouragement to inefficiency, an unwar- 
ranted interference with whatever there is of in- 
vigorating stimulus in competition. Marginal costs 
do not determine prices, as so many economists have 
asserted. The relationship is the other way around: 
prices—fixed by the broad forces of supply and de 
mand—determine what costs shall be marginal, what 
grade of efficiency or inefficiency shall be tolerated. 
Government fixing of high prices would mean bDol- 
stering up inefficient methods and inefficient or- 
ganization, at the expense of the public. 
Such a policy would necessitate the prorating of 
production, because the more efficient producers 
would be making large profits, and would expand 
production, unless constrained by some authority. In 
the absence of prorating, high prices of oil products 
would be of little benefit to the marginal refiners, 
because the more efficient refineries would be able 
to bid higher for the limited supply of crude. Only 
those marginal producers who are integrated and 
have their own crude supplies could profit in such a 
situation, and they would profit as producers of crude 
oil rather than as refiners. 
Unfortunately, prorating is likely to come whether 
prices are fixed or not. It is reported that one of

FRENCH TRAIN WRECKS. 

The train wreck outside of Paris, in which more 
than 200 people were killed and hundreds injured 
on Christmas eve, was a bitter Christmas present to 
the French, as it would have been to any people. It 
followed shortly after another bad wreck. in which 
the Cherbourg Express left the track and killed 38 
passengers. 

How does it happen that the French, sometimes

In the latest of the French train wrecks, four 
coaches filled with holiday excursionists were tele- 
scoped. Trains in the United States, and some other 
countries, have been made non-collapsible by steel 
construction and modern casting.

That is, if the block is oc- 
cupied the train is stopped, electricity applying the 
brakes. 

It is what we term automatic train control, a de- 
velopment being made a mandatory experiment on all 
Class I railroads by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. It is one of the most important evolutions 
in transportation, one to which all locomotive con- 
struction in the United States is being adapted. The 
train will stop if the block is occupied. It will do so 
even if the engineer is asleep.

What the National Debt Means 


budget for the year beginning July 1. 

While the details are not known and 
therefore cannot be discussed, it may be 
useful to consider certain broad aspects of 
the general situation which are causing so 
much concern. As a starting point, we may 
take the petition recently drawn up by the 
National Economy League, in which it is 
pointed out that the national debt has in- 
creased about $7,500,000,000 in the past three 
years and is continuing to increase. 

In order to obtain an understanding of 
what this means, it is well to take a look 
backward over the past generation. With- 
out attempting to give precise figures, L 
think it can truthfully be said that if you 
take the combined indebtedness of all agen- 
cies of government in the United States, 
Federal, state and local, there are four 
distinct periods. I take the combined in- 
debtedness because that is what the Amer- 
ican people have to deal with as citizens 
and-as taxpayers. 

In the first period, up to the war, the 
national debt may be regarded as station- 
ary, whereas local debt increases rapidly. 

In the second period, that of the war, the 
national debt increases enormously, and lo- 
cal debt comparatively little. 

In the third period, that of the post-war 
prosperity, the national debt is reduced by 
a large amount, and local debt increases 
roughly by the same amount. 

In the fourth period, that of the depres- 
sion, the national debt rises again, and the 
local debt appears to stand still, and, if de- 
faults are counted, perhaps to diminish. 

In other words, it may be said today that 
in normal times the Federal Government 
reduces its debts and. local governments 
expand their debts; in abnormal times the 
reverse happens.

N EXT week the President will present his 


We are in abnormal times. If we look 
at the new financing of the past two years, 
that is, at the new capital issues sold in the 
United States, and compare the situation 
with more or less normal years like 1925 
and 1926, we find that in the good years 
the Federal Government reduced its debt 
about two billions and that local govern- 
ments increased theirs about two and one- 
half billions, whereas in the past two hard 
years the Federal Government has bor- 
rowed about six billions and local govern- 
ments a little more than one billion. 

Now part of the Federal borrowing has 
been used for relief and for public works, 
and, broadly speaking, it may be said that 
this part represents a transfer from the 
localities to Washington of the normal in- 
crease. In other words, the Federal’ expen- 
ditures do not mean a net increase of or- 
dinary government spending in the United 
States. In part, they represent Federal] ex- 
penditures in place of local expenditures. 
This is very significant and should be kept’ 
in mind. A good deal of the money being 
spent in Washington is a substitute for 
money that would normally be spent by 
States and cities, 

But, of course, that does not account for 
the whole increase of Federal expenditures. 
To get a perspective on that, we have to 
make another comparison. In 1925-26, 
for example, the Federal Government was 


not only not borrowing, but was reducing its 
debt by two billions. In those same years, 
industry here and abroad borrowed, say, 10 
billion dollars. In the past two years, while 
the Federal Government was borrowing its 
six billions, private industry borrowed only 
about two billions. Now a good part of the 
Government’s borrowing has gone directly 
or indirectly to private industry, to banks, 
railroads and other corporate enterprises. 

What is the general picture which 
emerges? It is the Federal Government 
acting as the banker for local government 
and private enterprises. In the broadest 
sense, we have the National Government 
performing the function, though on a re- 
duced scale, which in normal times is per- 
formed by the banking system. In 1926, 
the banking system provided local govern- 
ment and private industry with about six 
billions of new capital. In 1933, the banking 
system has provided less than a sixth of 
that amount, but the Federal Government 
has provided about three billions of new 
capital. 

This is, I believe, the real meaning of the 
huge increase in the national debt. It is 
not an ordinary deficit. The Federal Gov- 
ernment is not now running an ordinary 
deficit.

If this is the truth, then certain broad con- 
clusions follow. The first is that the rem- 
edy for the increase of the Federal debt is 
not to be found by demanding that the Fed- 
eral Government cease borrowing. It is to 
be found by restoring the credit-worthiness 
of local government and of private enter- 
prise on the one hand and the efficiency of 
the banking system on the other. 

The second is that the real import of the 
budget position is not the supposed danger 
of fiat money resulting from the inability 
of the Government to borrow beyond a cer- 
tain point. The national debt is large, but 
it is not unbearably large. What needs to 
be pondered is not the size of the debt, but 
the reason for it and what that reason im- 
plies. 

We are in a position where local govern- 
ment in the United States is deeply depend- 
ent upon loans and subsidies from Wash- 
ington. That is something that it is worth 
while to worry about. For let us have no 
illusions about it. If this condition con- 
tinued for a long time, if it is not a mere 
emergency which will soon be over, then we 
should pass from a federal system of states 
with home rule in the localities to a cen- 
tralized state, the like of which the found- 
ers of the Republic never dreamed of. For 
there is no surer road to the destruction of 
local self-government than permanent finan- 
cial dependence on the central government. 

The other thing to be concerned about is 
the dependence of private industry upon the 
central government acting as banker for 
the nation. That, too, is probably tempo- 
rary. But if it is not, it is a momentous 
change in the economic life of this coun- 
try. A central government which virtually 
monopolizes the distribution of new capital

All Eyes on Impellitiere. 


HE New York fight is at- 
Pi caetiens the greater interest. 
Impellitiere by reason of his size 
and the peculiar manner lm 
which he has been brought for- 
ward, has interested fans more 
than any heavyweight in the last 
year. 

Here is a synthetic fighter, if 
ever there was one. Harry Len- 
ny, his coach and manager, has 
brought him up in private, slow- 
ly and with extreme caution.

ON HOG TAX EVASION 


Secretary Threatens to Do All 


in His Power to Col- 
lect Levy. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wallace today 
threatened to use all powers of the 
Farm Adminis ration to prevent the 
evasion of prc cessing taxes by lo- 


cal hog buyers. 


In a statement, Wallace declared | 
that local hog buyers, small proc-| 
essors and other purchasers of live | 


hogs for commercial slaughter had 

been reported to be deducting part 
or all of the processing tax from 
the market price quoted to farmers 
selling hogs. 

“Country buyers and others who, 
in settling with the farmer, make 
a deduction: for the processing tax 
on the bill of sale, are penalizing 
the farmer and are tending to frus- 
trate the declared policy of the Ag- 
ricultural Adjustment Act,” Wal- 
lace said. . 

“There is absolutely no excuse for 
such a practice and farmers should 
refuse to sell to any buyer who 
makes or proposes to make any 
such deductions.” 

Buyers who deduct the tax from 
the price offered farmers and who 
then resell the live hogs to another 
person or processor, take advan- 
tage of the farmer to realize a 
larger profit than is represented 
by the usual difference in price be- 
tween the local shipping point and 
the terminal market because coun- 
try buyers who do not slaughter 
hogs are not required to pay the 
processing tax, he added. 

Wallace urged that the names of 
hog purchasers who deduct the 
amount of the tax from the price 
they pay to farmers be sent to Dr. 
A. G. Black, chief of the corn-hog 
section of the Farm Administra- 
tion. 

Steps will then be taken to pre- 
vent such “fraudulent practices,” 
Wallace said, adding that proces- 
sors who deduct the tax from bids 
based on regular market quota- 
tions escape paying any processing 
tax because the amount they pay 
the Government is offset by the de- 
duction they make in the price paid 
to the seller. 

Speaker Rainey of the House to-

T HERE is another bidding infer- 


ence to which I would like to 
draw your attention. It really 
concerns yesterday’s hand, and I 
diverged from it in order to bring 
in another point first. 
When You Can Count Your Part- 
ner’s Hand. 

You had made an opening bid of 
two spades with 

Sp. AK QJ Di AKQx 

Hts. AQ J Cl. x 
and your partner’s response was 
three clubs, which does not help 
you at all at this time. Now you bid 
three diamonds and your partner 
raises you to four diamonds. Next, 
I said you should bid six diamonds 
which your partner could raise to 
seven if he had the ace of clubs, 
since you say that six is safe with- 
out knowing where that ace is. At 
first glance, you might well ask at 
this point: “What about your heart 
losers? You cannot rely on any 
discards on his clubs; how- have 
they been eliminated as losers? 


Eliminating Losers by the Count.of 
the Hand. 

Your partner’s club bid has 
served a very important purpose 
because he was subsequently able 
to raise diamonds. You know that 
his hand consists of not less than 
five clubs and not less than four 
diamonds. That is, .e has not more 
than four cards in the major suits. 
You will never need to finesse 
against the king of hearts because 
with diamonds as trumps you can 
discard all dummy’s heart losers on 
the spades, and then trump your 
queen and jack of hearts with 
dummy’s trumps. Only an extremely 
freakish distribution of spades and 
diamonds in the adversaries’ hands 
can beat you in a diamond slam; 
one that permits them to make a 
diamond trick. 

Select Your Tools Deliberately. 

Suppose with this same opening 
hand the bidding went two spades, 
three clubs, three diamonds, three 
spades; now all you know is that 
your partner has not less than 
eight black cards—five or more 
clubs and three or more spades—so 
that you may not be able to es- 
cape taking the heart finesse. You 
must play him for five red cards, 
and you have only four top red 
cards. Diamonds are unlikely to 
break; moreover, if he has only 
three spades, you may have to take 
out all three in drawing the oppo- 
nents’ trumps, and then find your- 
self without an entry to his hand in 
order to take a finesse in hearts. 
Nor can you do it before drawing 
trumps, as you are likely to be

Since the earliest days of its dis- 
covery, the disease pellagra has in 
some way or other been associated 
with Indian corn. The first theory 
advanced to explain pellagra held 
that the pellagra sufferers had 
eaten spoiled maize, or corn, which 
contained a toxic substance. 

Subsequently, as our knowledge 
of nuttition advanced, we discov- 
ered that different proteins found 
in different foods did not all 
possess the same nutritional value. 

Since maize lacks certain ele- 
ments known as amino-acids, this
